We believe that the fundamental issue of today is halting the arms race and 
moving toward disarmament, particularly nuclear disarmament. Expressing the 
will of the Romanian people for peace, the Socialist Republic of Romania and 
the Romanian Communist Party will continue in the future to mak« overy effort 
to realize disarmament--a vital need of humanity--and to defend the fundamental 
rights of peoples, the right to life, peace, and a free and just existence.

The party Congress outlined a whole set of measures for further expansion of 
the network of general education schools, boarding schools, pioneer camps, 
sports fields, and children's combines; the Congress approved the initiative of 
ministries, departments, and agricultural associations for the construction of 
children's institutions at the expense of their own funds and internal 
resources. The Third Session, Tenth Convocation 2{ the MPA People's Great 
Hurel discussed questions of further improvements in the educational and 
training work in general education secondary schools and adopted the MPR 
People's Education Lav. 


One of the graphic manifestations of the paternal concern for children on the 
part of the party, government, and all the people is the formation of the MPR 
Children's Fund. 


The Children's Fund is a social organization, created through the wisdom and 
immense concern of the Mongolian people for tomorrow--the younger generation. 


The creation of the Children's Fund was the result of our society's vitel need 
to train and form worthy people to continue the socialist transformation of our 
country. 


The great Lenin left us this behest: “All the best for the children". The 
socialist state is constantly putting Lenin's behest into practice. 


A noble tradition has developed on the eve of International Children's 
Protection Day, to hold « national communist work-for-free Sunday under the 
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motto “Everything for the good of the children"; the wages earned are turned 
over completely to the Children's Fund Central Committee. 


Over the course of the last 10 years, many collectives of industrial 
enterprises, economic organizations, and scientific and cultural institutions, 
as well as many individual citizens, have participated very actively in the 
work of our organization, and have made contributions to our fund. 


The first steps of our fund began with the construction and complete equipping 
of model kindergartens. The designs of these institutions corresponded to all 
the contemporary demands of urban construction, and to pedagogical, sanitary, 
and hygiene norms. Over the years we have built 47 of these pre-school 
institutions. The clean, spacious accomodations, the comfortable children's 
furniture, contemporary equipment and interiors, instructional toys, and varied 
visual aids, all help effectively develop in children cognitive activity and an 
interest in the surrounding world; and they harmoniously develop the children's 
spiritual and physical possibilities. 


It is pleasing to note that all the plans for the nurseries, kindergartens, 
combines, and other children's institutions were carried out by our planning 
organizations in their free tim2, and were presented as a gift to the 
Children's Fund. 





In addition to this, the Children's Fund Central Committee is striving to make 
the model kindergartens standards for other children's projects, the 
construction of which is financed by the state. 


The protection of the health of mothers and children is another direction of 
our work. A plan for a children's health complex with a 120-bed hospital and a 
polyclinic with a capacity for 300 children per shift, was developed and put 
into operation. The complex is equipped completely with first-class 
contemporary furniture and medical equipment. 


The Children's Fund is building a maternity home in the Nalayh rayon, which 
will provide all the services needed for mothers’ health. 


A great deal of work has been done to create the plan for a nursery and 
sanatorium with 120 places, which will be equipped with contemporary training 
and diagnostic equipment; and there are plans for a wading pool. In the near 
future construction will begin on a pre-school preventive care facility, which 
will be the first of its kind. With the help of the Children's Fund Central 
Committe, a special kindergarten for orphans has been organized. All the work 
conducted there is under the constant control of the Fund. 


Every year the Children's Fund Central Committee holds a competition for the 
best kindergarten and nursery, which clearly stimulates the work of these 
institutions. The winners of the competition are awarded sets of children's 
toys, teaching materials, and technical equipment. Since the competition was 
started, the Central Committee has awarded medals or sets of toys to over 100 
kindergartens and nurseries. 
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The Children's Fund assigns great importance to the physical development of 
children; it is one of the important components in the harmonious development 
of a child's personality. Every year gymnastics competitions are held among 
the kindergartens. 


The 18th MPRP Congress and the Third Session, Tenth Convocation of the MPR 
People's Great Hural have set the goal of improving in every way possible the 
extracurricular training of children. In fulfilling these directives, the 
Children's Fund is constantly expanding the sphere of its construction 
activities, is making a concrete contribution to strengthening the base of 
children's extracurricular institutions, and is participating actively in 
improving the entire system of communist training for children and adolescents. 
It must be noted that the functions of the Children's Fund are varied. They 
include collaboration and cooperation, advisory assistance, material support, 
and finally, unification and coordination of the efforts of separate 
organizations and institutions to achieve a joint, effective resolution of some 
protiem or other involving children's welfare. 


Over the years, with the active assistance of the Children's Fund, the Palace 
of Young Engineers and the “Nayramdal" International Pioneer Camp have been 
built; the Central Children's Library was created; the Central Young 
Naturalists’ Station was reorganized; and a new republic Pioneers’ Palace, 
Young People's Theater, and swimming pool are being built. 


Plans are being developed for various sports fields to be built in yards in 
residential areas and in summer home areas; and for small children's stadiums 
in the aymags; there is also a plan for a pioneer camp to be built outside a 
city. According to this plan, a pioneer camp will be built for the children of 
workers of the Ministry of Light and Food Industry in the Bayan-uul foothills. 
This has become a model plan and can be used by other institutions and 
departments. The special feature of this plan is that ** can be varied 
depending on the conditions, and it takes into account the specifics of the 
pioneer organization, since each wing is designed for a pioneer detachment of 
40 people, with a room for the leader, and with playing facilities. 


The Children's Fund Central Committee devotes special attention to orphans, for 
whom a new boarding school has been opened in Ulaanbaatar, in conjunction with 
the Ministry of People's Education. 


The Children's Fund is constantly improving the boarding school's material base 
and is constantly concerned about the upbringing of the children there. The 
boarding school is provided with contemporary equipment, play rooms, rooms for 
club activities, and for doing homework. 


A special, full living routine has been developed for the children's 
collective. New traditions are introduced and there is 4 system of children's 
self-government based on the advanced experience of similar institutions in the 
Soviet Union. 


At the center of attention of the Children's Fund is its concern for the 
special schools where children with various physical defects study. These 
institutions are given special attention; we supply them with textbooks, 
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special teaching materials, sets of writing instruments, typing devices, and 
technical means of instruction. 


In recent years, proceeding from the demands of an overall fulfillment of the 
goals of educational work, our organization has expanded significantly not only 
the sphere of its construction activities, but is also taking on broad social 
training functions. The Children's Fund is participating actively in the 
creation of a contemporary system of extracurricular training, and is 
cooperating fruitfully with many ministries, departments, and institutions, 
depending on the scope of their activities. 


All this has been aided by the decrees adopted by the MPRP Central Committee 
concerning questions of further improvement in the activities of the Mongolian 
Pioneer Organization; developing children's technical creativity and the young 
naturalist movement among children and young people; and improving the 
organization of summer vacation activities for pioneers and schoolchildren. 


Especially close contacts have developed between the Children's Fund, the 
Mongolian Revolutionary Youth League Central Committee, and the Central Council 
of the Mongolian Pioneer Organization imeni D. Sukhe Bator; these organizations 
express sincere interest in the comprehensive improvement of communist 
education for children and adolescents and in strengthening its material base.

The “Nayramdal" International Pioneer Camp, which was completed in 1981, 
receives our special attention and concern. Now 500 children can vacation 
there at one time. The cooperation and mutual understanding in the management 
of this pioneer health resort on the part of the Mongolian Revolutonary Youth 
League Central Committee, the Mongolian Pioneer Organization Central Committee, 
and the Children's Fund Central Committee, account for the high results in the 
training of young citizens and organizers dedicated to public service. The 
camp has become the central base for training active pioneer members and 
workers, and it is a methodological center for the teaching methods involved in 
pioneer work. It is here that pioneers coming from different corners of 
Mongolia study to become organizers of pioneer activities, and learn the 
secrets of pioneer skills. The camp has become the site for conducting many 
important republic activities. 


Here everything new and advanced in pioneer practice and methods is 
implemented, so that it will be accessible to every detachment and group. 


Every year at the friendship camp there is an international shift. The flags 
of socialist countries are raised over the pioneer republic. At the detachment 
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there is an international friendship club, a school of international activism; 
and an art and sports festival is held. In the summer of 1982 an international 
four-class “Druzhba" [Friendship] track and field competition was held 
successfully at the camp. 


An important task which the Children's Fund is helping to resolve is the 
further development of technical creativity and sports among children. In this 
respect the Fund is doing everything possible to stimulate development of mass 
forms of sports among schoolchildren and it actively supports the efforts of 
children to develop what are for us new sports, such as artistic and athletic 
gymnastics, and it presents awards to the winners of competitions in these 
sports. 


Quite recently, in conjunction with the MPR State Committee for Physical 
Culture and Sports, an International Athletic Gymnastics Competition was held, 
which helped in the broad propaganda of this sport among Mongolian children and 
young people. At the same time, it is necessary to focus steady attention on 
children's physical development and to demonstrate concrete concern. Children 
are not drawn much into the sports that are new for Mongolia, and these sports 
do not always receive support and understanding on the part of the Committee 
for Physical Culture and Sports. It is necessary to take measures in the 
future to build sports complexes in cities and aymags. The same is true for 
the construction of branches of the Palace of Young Engineers in agymags. 


The Children's Fund has taken the first step in this direction. Orders have 
already been made for plans for aymag sports complexes and branches of the 
Palace of Young Engineers. 


The Children's Fund is also concerned about questions of further improvement in 
children's esthetic training and the developement of amateur artistic activity 
among children. The republic song and dance festival that was held showed that 
the level of children's amateur activities is still not what it should be; and 
there is a clear shortage of cultural specialists trained to work with 
children. Here a more active position is required of the Ministry of People's 
Education, the Ministry of Culture, end the Central Council of Mongolian Trade 
Unions. 


Close cooperation ties the Children's Fund with the Union of Mongolian Artists 
in the area of children's esthetic training. 


Every year we hold a children's drawing contest--"The World through the Eyes of 
Children". On 1 June, Children's Protection Day, the results are announced and 
awards are given for the best work by young artists. 


Also of immense interest was the recent contest among schoolchildren on the 
theme "We do not want war". The children's drawings that were sent into the 
contest speak eloquently of the fact that the children of Mongolia, like all 
the children in the world, want to live in peace and tranquility. For example, 
one drawing shows a little boy who drew a picture of a bomb and then crossed it 
out with big X's. Then the police are grabbing him roughly by the collar and 
dragging him away. The author of this drawing is protesting against the 
violence committed against children in capitalist countries. The drawings are 
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bright, colorful, and they leave a lasting impression. Over 2000 drawings 
were sent in. The best drawings received prizes from the Children's Fund. 


The Children's Fund also promotes the development of children's technical 
creativity. At the last republic competition, many young engineers received 
prizes from the Children's Fund. 


Contests like this help improve the esthetic training and the development of 
technical thinking among children, and encourage children to strive for 
creativity. 


Another tradition has arisen: in conjunction with the Ministry of Culture an 
annual Arts Week is held. During this week children are acquainted with new 
plays and films, they listen to musical compositions, see ballet performances, 
and meet with figures in literature and the arts. 


In celebrating its 10th anniversary, the Children's Fund orgarized the exhibit 
“Everything for the Children". On the one hand, the exhibit presents some of 
the results of our work; and on the other hand, it sets new tasks for state 
organs and social organizations in the area of improving the esthetics of life 
and everyday living of Mongolian children. The exhibit displays for the first 
time models of children's furniture, the designs of which were developed by 
architects, artists, engineers, and forestry specialists. One of the primary 
goals of the exhibit is to show parents how to organize a child's room, a 
corner for the schoolchild, and how to dress a child in a contemporary manner. 
The exhibit graphically depicts the results of the labor, talent, and creative 
efforts of many labor collectives, departments, institutions, and the country's 
creative organizations, who sincerely want the children of socialist Mongolia 
to have all the conditions necessary for their education, for the development 
of their abilities and interests, and for useful leisure time. 


The exhibit also presents models of technical creativity and children's 
drawings, and the work of art school students. The exhibit has some specific 
features: a regular showing of children's clothing; a young artists’ 
competition; a display of how to organize children's rooms; concerts; seminars 
for pre-school workers and parents; and an essay contest on the theme "We do 
not want war". 


The exhibit's displays are a new indication of the concern on the part of the 
party and government for children. We hope that industrial enterprises will 
make every effort to develop the many new models of interiors, furniture, and 
children's clothing that are on display, and to put them into mass production 
with a high level of quality as soon as possible. 


The exhibit is just one of the many activities of our social-educational 
Organization. The motto of the exhibit, "Everything for the children", is 
deeply symbolic. Children are our future. They are the hope of every nation 
and country. It is the highest duty of every citizen and the sacred obligation 
of every organization to create all the conditions necesary for their 
harmonious development and happy childhood. 
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From the bottom of my heart, I would like to thank all the organizations, 
institutions, departments, collectives of industrial enterprises, state farms, 
agricultural associations, and individual citizens, who provide assistance, 
aid, and support to the Children's Fund, for the demonstration of high 
conscientiousness, patriotic initiative, and active participation in the work 
of our organization. 
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REGIONAL CONFERENCE ISSUES APPEAL 
Ulaanbaatar MONTSAME in Russian 1846 GMT 28 Apr 83 


[Text] Ulaanbaatar, 28 Apr (MONTSAME) -- At the Regional Conference that ended 
here today, an “Appeal to All Nuclear Powers" was adopted. Below we transmit 
the full text of this document. 


“We, the participants in the Regional Conference for Peace and Security in Asia 
and the Pacific, having met in the city of Ulaanbaatar, the capital of the 
Mongolian People's Republic, make an appeal to all powers possessing nuclear 
weapons to take effective steps to eliminate the threat of nuclear catastrophe 
that is hanging over the world. The growing danger of nuclear war directly 
threatens mankind's very existence and civilization. 


"The primary, immediate problem of contemporary life is to avert the danger of 
nuclear war. 


“We call on all nuclear powers, that have special responsibility for 
maintaining peace and security in accord with the Charter of the United 
Nations, to make equally persistent efforts to put an end to the continuing 
nuclear arms race, that is a threat to the fate of mankind and its future 
generations. 


"We, the participants of the Regional Conference, sincerely welcome the solemn 
commitment made by the Soviet Union, against first use of nuclear weapons and 
we call on the other nuclear powers who have not yet done this, to make the 
same commitment. A similar step on the part of all nuclear powers would 
certainly make a decisive contribution to limiting and ending the arms race, to 
averting the threat of nuclear war, and to strengthening universal peace. 


“The tragedy of the Japanese cities of Hiroshima and Nagasaki is still fresh in 
the memory of the peoples of Asia--and not only Asia. Residents of these 
cities are still suffering incredibly from the fatal consequences of this 
barbaric weapon. There will be no victors in a nuclear war, and no vanquished. 
Nuclear war is suicide for humanity. 


"We believe that there is an urgent need for all nuclear powers to recognize 


this reality, that in our nuclear age their is no rational alternative other 
than peaceful coexistence. It is through dialogue and negotiations, and not 
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confrontation and use of force, that mutual trust and can be achieved and that 
cooperation among states can be developed. 


“The time has come to apply all forces immediately against the nuclear arms 
race, and against the threat of nuclear war. This is the duty of every nuclear 
power. This is the duty of political and state figures. This is the duty of 
every person. Man needs peace, since with peace, the earth is blessed." 
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BULGARIAN-MONGOLIAN COMMISSION MEETS 
Ulaanbaatar MONTSAME in Russian 1902 GMT 28 Apr 83 


[Text] Ulaanbaatar, 28 Apr (MONTSAME) -- Several days ago the 17th session of 
the Intergovernmental Bulgarian-Mongolian Commission for Economic, Scientific 
and Technical Cooperation was held in Sofia. 


During the course of the session, questions were considered involving further 
expansion and development of economic, scientific and technical cooperation 
between the two countries, in particular, putting into operation a brick plant 
in Oborhangay aymag; reconstruction of the Darhan Sheepskin and Fur Factory; 
and construction of a new brick plant in the city of Altay with the help of the 
People's Republic of Bulgaria. 


Also during the course of the session a protocol was signed on barter and 
payments between Bulgaria and the MPR for 1984. It stipulates further 
expansion of trade between the two countries. Bulgaria will supply Mongolia 
with equipment and spare parts for industrial projects built with its 
assistance, cs well as food industry goods, electronic instruments, and other 
products. In turn, the MPR will export to Bulgaria various types of leather, 
meat, canned meats, rugs, and wool. 
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
